DEDICATION  OF  MILESTONE 

AND  SENIOR  CLASS  GIFT 

REVEALED  AT  SENIOR  SING 


The  strains  of  the  Senior  Song  were  re- 
echoed last  evening  in  one  of  the  most  im- 
pressive and  picturesque  activities  of  the  Com- 
mencement program,  the  Senior  Sing.  With 
weather  permitting,  it  was  to  be  held  on  Sun- 
set Hill  which  commands  a  beautiful  view  of 
the  campus  and  of  the  surrounding  country- 
side. 

As  customary,  Herbert  L.  Badger,  as  presi- 
dent of  the  graduating  class,  announced  the 
senior  gift  on  this  occasion,  which  was  of  an 
unusual  nature.  Each  senior  gave  at  least  two 
dollars  toward  the  Building  Campaign  and 
signed  a  pledge  to  lend  active  support  to  the 
campaign  next  year  when  the  actual  drive  will 
begin.  This  is  the  first  actual  donation  to  be 
made  by  any  part  of  the  student  body  and 
it  is  therefore  a  most  significant  gift. 

Another  of  the  surprises  of  the  program  was 
revealed  when  Wentworth  Smith  as  editor-in- 
chief  of  the  Milestone  announced  that  the 
yearbook  is  dedicated  this  year  to  Mr.  James 
Duncan  Phillips,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  dedication,  here  quoted  in  full, 
pays  a  fine  tribute  to  Mr.  Phillips. 

"Through  Mr.  Phillips'  interest  in  the  New 
England  colonial  history  and  in  the  historical 
background  of  Essex  County,  he  first  became 
interested  in  Governor  Dummer  Academy.  The 
traditions  of  the  Academy,  its  history,  and 
the  history  of  the  Dummer  family  made  this 
interest  permanent.  Because  of  his  enthusiasm 
for  the  school  he  was  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  decade  ago.  Throughout  all  his 
years  of  connection  with  the  Academy  he  has 
shown  a  remarkable  enthusiasm,  and  has  been 
influential  in  making  it  a  success. 

"We  feel  that  Mr.  Phillips  has  done  more 
for  the  school,  and  has  given  his  support  with 
more  enthusiasm  than  any  other  man  not  ac- 
tually engaged  in  work  at  the  Academy.  The 
boys  know  him,  and  the  faculty  know  him, 
not  only  as  a  frequent  visitor  or  as  a  speaker 
at  meeting,  or  since  1933,  as  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  but  also  as  a  host,  and  al- 
ways as  an  enthusiastic  and  valuable  support- 
er. We  all  appreciate  his  generous  support, 
his  enthusiasm,  and  his  ever  increasing  activ- 
ity in  school  projects." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony  the 
graduating  class  was  to  march  down  the  Hill 
singing  the  Senior  Song,  circle  the  milestone, 
and  enter  the  Mansion  House.

The  annual  Alumni  Dinner,  which  will  be 
held  at  6:30  this  evening  in  a  large  tent  on 
Morse  Field,  will  bring  to  a  close  the  171st 
Commencement  program.  Increasingly  pop- 
ular, the  dinner  is  expected  to  attract  between 
five  and  six  hundred  people.  All  parents, 
alumni,  neighbors,  and  friends  of  the  Academy 
are  cordially  invited  to  be  present  at  this  event.

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PUBLIC  SPIRIT  IS  SUBJECT 

OF  BACCALAUREATE  ADDRESS 


"Be  worthy  of  all  you  have  learned  here 
and  an  example  to  those  who  come  after  you, 
in  your  steadfast  concern  for  the  common 
welfare",  said  the  Reverend  Markham  W. 
Stackpole  of  Milton  Academy  in  the  Baccal- 
aureate address  delivered  last  Sunday  in  the 
Adelynrood  chapel. 

"School  spirit  and  public  spirit  have  a  com- 
mon source",  Mr.  Stackpole  pointed  out, 
"and  the  school  spirit  shown  by  the  students 
of  today  in  the  Building  Campaign  gives  good 
promise  of  later  public  spirit  in  the  careers 
of  these  young  men." 

Mr.  Stackpole  went  on  to  say  that  two  of 
the  best  assets  with  which  a  young  man  can 
begin  his  career  are  a  healthy  respect  for  work 
and  a  love  of  people  rather  than  things.  "Your 
future  opportunities  to  serve  your  fellow  men 
will  be  of  many  kinds.  It  is  the  everyday 
duties  of  the  good  citizen  that  I  desire  to  em- 
phasize, such  as  intelligent,  honest,  faithful 
voting  and  constant  participation  in  local  af- 
fairs. 'That  means  me'  is  the  response  of  the 
right  kind  of  man  when  the  call  comes  for 
some  sort  of  concerted  action  for  the  general 
good. 

"Think  then  of  your  future  work  not  mere- 
ly as  a  way  to  earn  a  living.  Expect  to  look 
beyond  the  confines  of  your  own  position  and 
to  make  the  common  welfare  a  part  of  your 
business.  It  is  inspiring  to  think  of  the  op- 
portunities you  will  have  to  serve  mankind, 
and  it  is  encouraging  to  us  older  men  to  think 
of  the  good  work  you  will  do."

"I  hope  that  you  will  all  plan  to  stay  for  as 
many  of  the  events  of  the  day  as  possible,  in- 
cluding the  Luncheon  and  the  Dinner.  The 
Glee  Club  Concert  will  follow  directly  after 
these  exercises,  or  as  soon  after  as  the  boys 
can  carry  the  chairs  to  the  Gymnasium  and 
set  them  up  again.  This  year  for  the  first 
time  we  are  inviting  the  parents  alone  to  a 
special  luncheon  in  the  dining  room,  but  a  buf- 
fet luncheon  will  as  usual  be  served  here  on 
the  lawn  for  all  others.  The  school  baseball 
team  will  play  Deerfield  in  the  afternoon  and 
we  shall  expect  everyone  to  stay  for  the  an- 
nual Dinner  under  the  tent  at  half  past  six 
o'clock. 

"It  is  my  duty  this  morning  to  award  the 
prizes  for  the  school  year.  This  has  been  a 
remarkable  year  in  many  ways.  Indeed  I 
think  it  can  fairly  be  said  that,  so  far  as  my 


own  knowledge  extends,  this  has  been  the 
best  year  which  the  school  has  ever  enjoyed. 
Much  of  the  credit  belongs  to  the  boys,  but  I 
sometimes  wish  when  graduation  morning 
dawns  that  it  were  possible  for  me  to  award 
prizes  to  the  faculty,  or  to  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty.  I  am  proud  to  say  that  I 
believe  the  present  group  of  masters  is  the 
strongest  which  I  have  ever  personally  known, 
and  I  believe  that  one  of  the  reasons  why  this 
school  year  has  been  a  remarkable  one,  is  that 
our  faculty  group  contains  a  number  of  re- 
markable men. 

"Hut  this  is  graduation  morning  and  rightly 
belongs  to  the  students, — more  especially  to 
the  seniors.  We  annually  award  three  prizes 
for  athletic  achievement.  The  first  prize,  the 
gift  of  a  loyal  graduate  of  the  school,  is 
awarded  for  the  best  record  in  track  and  field 
athletics.    The  winner  of  this  prize,  John  Jos-

"The  Goodwin  Athletic  Prize  is  awarded 
for  the  best  all-around  athletic  record  of  the 
year.  It  is  given  by  Mr.  Frederick  H.  Good- 
win of  New  York  City,  a  loyal  and  devoted 
trustee  of  the  Academy,  himself  a  leading  ath- 
lete of  the  Class  of  1916.  The  prize  is  this 
year  awarded  to  a  boy  who  makes  up  for  what 
he  lacks  in  pounds  and  inches  by  remarkable 
skill  and  physical  coordination  developed  in 
long  and  enthusiastic  practice.  To  an  all- 
round  athlete  and  a  modest  and  gentlemanly 
boy,  Russell  Brown  Brewer  of  Glen  Ridge, 
New  Jersey. 

"The  Moody  Kent  Prizes  are  among  the 
oldest  of  our  school  prizes,  given  annually  for 
the  highest  standing  in  each  department  of 
study: — ■ 

1.  The  prize  for  the  highest  stand  in 
English  is  awarded  to  Wentworth  Smith  of 
Lexington,  a  boy  of  personal  charm,  varied 
abilities  and  unusual  appreciation,  and  one 
who  has  found  many  ways  to  serve  his  school. 

2.  The  prize  for  the  highest  stand  in  Mod- 
ern Languages  is  awarded  to  Harrison  Howe 
Bickford  of  Worcester  and  to  David  Francis 
Quigley  of  Brockton. 

3.  The  prize  for  the  highest  stand  in  His- 
tory is  awarded  to  Clyde  Farwell  Cristman 
o<f  Ashland,  whose  earnest  work  and  high  ideals 


have  made  him  one  of  the    most     respected 
members  of  his  class. 

4.  The  prize  for  the  highest  stand  in 
Science  is  awarded  to  Richard  Lawrence  of 
Portland,  Maine. 

5.  The  prize  for  the  highest  stand  in  the 
Classics  is  awarded  to  Harmon  Arthur  Hall  of 
Winchester,  who  during  his  four  years  at  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  has  won  success  in  a  wide  var- 
iety of  school  studies  and  activities. 

6.  The  prize  for  the  highest  stand  in 
Mathematics  has  been  won  by  the  ranking 
scholar  of  the  senior  class,  Everett  Austin 
Black  of  Glen  Ridge,  New  Jersey,  who  be- 
cause of  his  rank  will  also  be  awarded  the  high- 
est scholarship  prize  of  the  year,  the  Thorndike 
Hilton  Cup. 

"The  Ambrose  Prizes  for  public  speaking 
were  provided  for  in  the  will  of  the  late  Fred 
M.  Ambrose,  member  of  the  class  of  1876  and 
former  trustee.  The  annual  Ambrose  Prize 
Speaking  Contest  was  held  about  two  weeks 
ago  before  an  assembly  of  students,  faculty 
and  judges  especially  chosen  for  the  occa- 
sion. The  first  prize  was  won  by  John  Hinch- 
man  of  Milton,  who  spoke  entertainingly  and 
persuasively  on  his  chosen  topic,  "Do  School 
Examinations  Serve  Any  Useful  Purpose?" 

"The  second  prize  was     won     by     George 
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Henry  Tryon,  3rd,  of  South  Orange,  New  Jer- 
sey. 

"The  third  was  won  by  Seth  Baker  of  Free- 
port,  Long  Island. 

"We  have  this  year  continued  our  classes  in 
drawing  and  painting,  and  the  school  will  now 
award  for  the  second  time  four  cash  prizes  for 
work  in  the  graphic  arts. 

"The  first  prize  is  awarded  for  the  best  oil 
painting,  water  color  or  pastel  painted  during 
the  school  year  by  a  student.  To  John  Hub- 
bard Bassette  of  West  Hartford,  Connecticut. 

"The  second  prize  is  awarded  for  the  second 
best  painting  of  the  year.  To  Charles  William 
Earnshaw  of  West  Newton. 

"The  prize  for  the  best  block  print  made 
during  the  year  is  awarded  to  Henry  Law  Petri 
of  Brookline. 

"The  prize  for  the  best  line  drawing  of  the 
year  is  awarded  to  Sturgis  White  of  Wilming- 
ton, North  Carolina. 

"The  work  of  the  boys'  Camera  Club  was 
so  worthwhile  this  year  that  the  school  is  for 
the  first  time  awarding  a  prize  for  the  best 
photograph  taken  by  a  student  during  the  year. 
To  George  Henry  Tryon,  3rd,  of  South  Orange, 
New  Jersey. 

"I  want  now  to  award  special  prizes  to  a  few 
boys  who  have  not  qualified  for  the  annual 
and  established  prizes.  These  are  boys  who 
have  actually  clone  things  which  deserve  recog- 
nition, or  more  often  boys  who  because  of 
their  personal  qualities  of  character  and  per- 
sonality and  leadership  represent  the  kind  of 
achievement  we  are  striving  for  here  at  this 
old  school. 

"To  Robert  Drew  King  of  Kissimmee,  Flor- 
ida and  Argyle  Holway  Scott  of  La  Crosse, 
Wisconsin,  two  boys  come  from  distant  lands 
to  room  together  in  the  Mansion  House,  boys 
with  shining  dispositions  and  unselfish  hearts, 
who  each  in  his  own  way  has  made  splendid 
contribution  to  the  life  of  his  school  and  to  the 
happiness  of  his  landlord  and  landlady — to 
Drew  and  Scottie  with  whom  we  do  not  wish 
to  part.
